Kvery village was u boom town, a Wich- 
ita, or a Middlesborough, and so con- 
tinued uutil the panic of 18.17.

We say, therefore, to our correspon- 
dent, that the way— and the only way— 
to stop the outllow of the gold reserve, 
if the government ia anxious to Btop it 
(which is doubtful to say the least) ia to 
return to the policy that prevailed be- 
fore tho great Ohio bankrupt took 
charge of the treasury. That policy was 
the use of both gold aud silver as the 
money of redemption, except in the MM 
of certificates of dejiosit. These were 
redeemed in the coin called for by the 
contract on their face— gold certificates 
in gold, and silver certificates in silver. 

If the reserve is of such importance 
as to justify taxing the people to keep 
it intact, it is certainly important enough 
to justify those who have charge of it in 
taking extra precautions to maintain it. 
Hut that is precisely what is not doue 
under the policy now in_ vogue. The 
people have to pay interest' on $i0,000,- 
000 of gold borrowed last February, M 
we now see, purely for the accomodation
